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INTRODUCTION 


This  bibliography  is  focused  on  the  preservation  of  historic  buildings, 
sites  and  towns.  Only  English  language  publications  are  included  and 
the  emphasis  is  on  preservation  in  the  United  States.

University  Libraries  and  especially  the  Fine  Arts  Library.  A  section 
of  additional  references  not  examined  is  appended.
